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Information 


NY resident of St. Joseph whose name appears in the 
city directory is entitled to a library card immediately 
upon application. Others may receive cards upon 
satisfactory proof of residence. Non-residents are re- 
quired to pay an annual fee for borrower’s privilege. 


Recent popular fiction and current circulating magazines 
are charged for a period of seven days; other circulating books 
for twenty-eight days. No books are renewed. Duplicate copies 
of the popular fiction are provided at a rental of five cents per 
week. 


Each cardholder is entitled to any reasonable number cf 
twenty-eight day books, one seven-day book, one circulating 
magazine, and any number of books from the pay collection 
of fiction.

To the Board of Library Directors of the St. Joseph Publieé 
Library. ; 


Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to present to you the Annual Reports of the 
St. Joseph Public Library for the fiscal vears ending April 30, 
1928, and April 30, 1924. These Reports cover the thirty-second 
and thirty-third vears of the Library and the seventh and eighth 
of my administration. The gain in patronage during the fiscal 
year ending April 30, 1923, was only moderate due to limited 
financial support and the resulting condition of the book col- 
lection. The unusual growth ‘and. increased use for the fiseal 
vear ending April 30, 1924. may be attributed lo a nearer ap- 
proach to adequate appropr lations and the increased book pur- 
ehases and service made possible thereby. 


Use 


The circulation of books for home reading inereased 1.5% 
in 1922-23 and 6.9% in 1923-24, and for this latter year reached 
the total of 400,215, representing a circulation of 5.44 per capita. 
A gain of 26 028 was registered during this year, and for the 
first time in the history of the institution the circulation reached 
the four hundred thousand mark. 


Registered borrowers at the end of the year 1922-23 were 
19181 and an increase of 900 in 1923-24 brings the total number 
of library users to 20,081, representing 25% of the residents of 
St. Joseph. The increase in the number of library patrons keeps 
a favorable pace with the growth of the city. The readers are 
divided in the library system as follows: Central Library 14,402, 
Carnegie Branch 2.762, and Washington Park Braneh 2,917. 
The number of children using the libraries has reached 8,455 
and adults 11,626. 


It is gratifying to note the continued inerease in the use of 
books by business and professional men, there being evidence 
of this fact in books withdrawn for home use and in the requests 
for data and information made to the Reference Department, this 
department experiencing great development in all its activities 
during the past few years. Facilities for reference work seemed 
to have reached their limit in 1922, but under a rather severe 
handicap of lack of adequate seating and shelving space a large 
increase of serviee has been rendered lo study elubs. students, 
teachers and the general publie. 
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Book Purchase 


Additions to the Library in 1922-23 were 6,904 volumes of 
which 5,315 were by purchase representing an expenditure of 
$8,187. 46. The book fund for 1928-24 was $18,848.12, the largest 
in the history of the Library, and purchased 8,294 volumes. 
Additions by gift and binding make a total of 9.434 volumes 
accessioned. 


Books worn out in service and discarded during 1922-28 
exceeded the purchases, there being 6,615 books rendered use- 
less by their physical condition. Only because of a large num- 
ber of gifts were we able to show a small increase in the total 
content of the Libraries. The total number of volumes at the 
end of the fiscal year April 30, 1923, was 93,251. 


This condition of more books being worn out than could be 
purchased has been freely predicted for a number of years, but 
fortunately a more liberal attitude by the municipal authorities 
relieved the situation in 1923-24. The discarded books continue 
heavy at 5.890 volumes, leaving 96,795 volumes in the Libraries 
April 30, 1924. 


Children’s Work and the Schools 


The circulation of juvenile books in 1923-24 was 181,748, 
which is 45.4% of the total circulation. Substantial gains were 
made in the Central Children’s Room and good eains are re- 
porled from the Branches and further extension of the school 
work. New school stations have been opened at Webster and 
Floyd Schools. The extensive use of graded school lists for 
vacation reading encouraged more reading of juvenile books 
during the summer months when the pupils have a tendency 
lo drop reading with the close of school.

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Librarian’s Report 


To the Board of Library Directors of the St. Joseph Public 
' Library. 
Gentlemen: 

I have the honor to present to you the Annual Report of the 

St. Joseph Public Library for the year ending April 30, 1922. 

This report covers the thirty-second year of the library and the 

sixth year of my administration. All departments and branches 

show unusual gains in patronage and public favor. 


Use | 
The circulation of books for home reading increased 14.8% 
over the year 1920-21 and the figures 368,643 represents a cir- 
culation of 434, books per capita. A total of 47,562 more books 
were read during the year. These figures, in the terms of the 
grocer or the clothier, mean an annual turnover of four. The 
month of March 1922 broke all previous records with the largest 
daily issues ever recorded. | 
Business depression and unemployment may have been a 
factor in the increased use though the labor situation in St. 
Joseph has not been as critical as in many communities. 


It is gratifying to note the increased use of books by busi- 
ness and professional men, there being much evidence of this 
fact both in books withdrawn for home use and in requests for 
data and information made to the Reference Department. Sta- 
tistics submitted by the head of this Department show a gain of 
approximately 50% in use. Over 6,000 more persons made use 
of our Reference Room than in 1920-21. There was a gain of 
59% in the number of books used. | 


Classification and Cataloging of Books 


Additions to the Library total 7,329. Of this number 6,139 
were purchased and 1,190 added by gift or binding. Books worn 
out and discarded during the year: reached an unusually large 
figure and in the Juvenile and Schools Department more books 
were worn out and discarded than were added. This condition 
has been freely predicted for several years and the figures which 
indicated this possibility were very instrumental in influencing 
the Legislature to amend the City Charter in order to guarantee 
the Library the necessary funds for the future. Fortunately 
the same predicament does not, at present, exist with respect to 
the adult collection. Total withdrawals were 4,631. The total 
number of volumes in the Library is 92,962, a net gain of 2,698. 


During the months of October, November and December an 
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expert typist was employed and the entire shelf list rewritten, 
approximately 45,00 cards being typed, revised and filed. The 
shelf list is now a very neat record on standard 3x5 inch cards. 
A complete inventory was taken of the Carnegie and Washington 
Park Branches immediately following the completion of the shelf 
list and the Branch catalogs and records corrected and revised. 


Book losses at Carnegie Branch were 164 adult and 158 
juvenile, at Washington Park 158 adult and 157 juvenile. 


Washington Park Branch 


This Branch has now served its community for twelve years 
with ever increasing usefulness. A total of 59,701 books was 
circulated during the year representing adult use of 27,977 and 
juvenile 31,724, a gain of 3,556 over the previous year. There 
are 2,695 borrowers cards in force. New card holders and re- 
registrations of persons whose cards had expired totaled 828. 


All the schools in the Washington Park district were given 
instruction in methods of using the Library and the teachers, in 
many instances, seemed as much benefited as the pupils. 


The auditorium was used a great deal more than in the past 
by Boy Scout Troops, Study Clubs, and political societies and 
parties. A neighborhood church has used the assembly room 
for their services since early spring when their building was 
destroyed by fire. 


Carnegie Branch 


The twentieth annual report of the Carnegie Branch shows 
in a marked degree the growing appreciation of this Library in 
the community which it serves. The adult readers borrowed 
30,510 volumes during the year and the Children’s Department 
had a circulation of 36,3807. This is an increase of 5,442 over the 
previous year. There are now 2,490 holders of reader’s cards at 
this Branch. 


A steadily increasing amount of work is done with the Study 
Clubs of South St. Joseph, with the Benton High School students 
and the pupils of the upper classes in the grade schools. In- 
struction in methods of using the Library was given to the grade 
pupils of the Hosea, Benton and McKinley Schools. The very 
cordial co-operation of all the school people is deserving of special 
mention. : 


It is a matter of great pleasure to report that the long con- 
tinued annoyance of an unsatisfactory catalog has been corrected — 
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with the taking of a complete inventory. An accurate check of 
the entire catalog and a revision of the filing has brought_the 
eatalog into agreement with the books actually in the collection. 

Fire Stations No. 10 and 13 and the Ross Dugger Post of the 
American Legion receive fortnightly service of book collections 
from the Branch. 


Children’s Work and the Schools 


The circulation of juvenile books was 170,342 which is 46% | 
of the total circulation. Substantial gains were made in the © 
Central Children’s Room and large gains resulted in the Branches 
and from the further extension of the school work. A new sta- 
tion was opened in the McKinley School for the use of the four 
upper grades and classroom libraries were started at the Web- 
ster, Musser and Washington Schools. With the appointment 
of a regular teacher at the Detention Home, a collection of fifty 
books was placed in that institution. 

A total of 2,884 volumes was placed in school stations and 
754 books in schoolroom libraries. The school circulation was 
as follows:

Librarian’s Report 


To the Board of Library Directors of the St. Joseph Public 
Library. 


Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to present to you the Annual Report of the 
St. Joseph Public Library for the year ending April 30, 1921. 
This report covers the thirty-first year of the library and the 
fifth year of my administration. All departments and branches 
show unusual gains in patronage and public favor. 


Circulation of Books 


The book circulation for the first time in the history of the 
Library reached the 300,000 mark. The total circulation was 
321,081, a gain of 49,792 over the fiscal year 1919-20. The 
increase in the circulation of books brought with it, naturally, 
an increased volume of routine work in the Circulation Depart- 
ment. Reserve requests have almost doubled and these have 
been about evenly divided between fiction and non-fiction books 
and between recent books and older books. 


The increased use at the Branches has found the book col- 
lections inadequate to meet the demand, resulting in a more 
liberal use of inter-branch loans. The demand has been greatest 
for non-fiction and the Branch needs have been met by short 
time inter-branch loans from the Main Library collection. In 
many cases where the Central Library had more than one copy 
of a book in demand at the Branch, a permanent transfer was 
made to their collection. 


Over-due Book Day was observed Saturday, April 16. Per- 
sons who were retaining books on which fines had accumulated 
were permitted to return them and have the fines cancelled on 
this date. Much publicity was given to the observance of this 
day in the public press and emphasis was placed on the en- 
couragement of the return of borrowed books to private owners 
as well as to the Public Library. While the results to the 
Library were not as great as they were two years ago when 
“Return That Book Week” was inaugurated in St. Joseph, the 
returns were entirely satisfactory. 


The Central Circulation Department has begun the prepara- 
tion of an occupational index of registered borrowers. This 
index will be especially useful to the book ordering department. 
Related to the index is the mailing list of the Administrative 
Department which is used in notifying citizens of the arrival of 
books in which they may be interested. Names are listed under 
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subjects or hobbies in which the person is interested and each 
lot of new books is checked against this list prior to its being 
sent to the shelves. Ultimately, the occupational index and the 
personal mailing list will be merged into one. 


Book Collection 

The Catalog Department reports that 7,162 volumes were 
added to the Library during the year—5,137 to the Main Library, 
1,086 to the Carnegie Branch and 937 to the Washington Park 
Branch. Purchases were 5,952 volumes, the remainder of the 
additions being gifts, government documents or material bound. 
Books worn out in service or destroyed because of contact with 
contagious diseases were 2,608. 

The re-classification and re-cataloging of books has been 
completed and subject headings and cross references in the adult 
catalog have been thoroughly revised. Over 2,000 new cross 
reference cards have been typed and filed. The revision of the 
catalog and the rewriting of the shelf list on standard size cat- 
alog cards has progressed very satisfactorily. 


Children’s Work and the Schools 

The circulation of Juvenile books was 153,664, which is 
47.8% of the total circulation. Large gains were made in the 
Central Children’s Room, the Branches and the school stations. 
The Story Hour program began October first at the Central 
Library. A cycle of Robin Hood stories was told. At the 
Branches programs of fairy stories ran until April first. Fairy 
stories followed the Robin Hood cycle at the Central Library 
and the interest was so great that it resulted in an extension of 
the program to May first, a month longer than usual. 

School stations and class-room libraries enjoyed an unusual 
increase during the year. Two new stations were opened, one 
at the Bartlett School (colored) and another at the Hyde Park 
School. The interest at the Bartlett School encourages us in 
the feeling that a possibility exists in this school for an enlarged 
service to the colored people, developing into a possible branch 
library.

Reference and Research 


The second year of a systematic effort to record, in statis- 
tics, the volume of service rendered in the Reference Depart- 
ment gives a basis for comparison with the previous year and 
shows, as clearly as can be recorded, the use of this particular 
department. The record shows 23,045 reference questions asked 
and 24,994 visitors and readers for this department. Books 
used numbered 22,466. 


The extension of the library idea into the smaller communi- 
ties and rural districts is clearly evident from the great increase 
in inquiries for information and material from the districts 
within easy reach of St. Joseph. Club women, school officials, 
teachers, and pupils of Northwest Missouri and the Kansas side 
of the river have made liberal use of the library’s facilities all 
year. The increase in this service by mail is very considerable. 
It promises much for an interest in county free libraries in 
Missouri and Kansas. 


Branches 


The Branch Libraries have progressed well under the man- 
agement of Miss Lillian McLean and Miss Margaret McDonald. 
The excellent work of the Benton High School students in de- 
bates and oratoricals must have been aided by the active interest 
of Miss McDonald of the Carnegie Branch. The new Lafayette 
High School in North St. Joseph makes liberal use of the Wash- 
ington Park Branch. The grade schools assigned to the Branches 
have received the regular instruction in the methods of using 
the library. 


The auditoriums of the two branch buildings offer excellent 
assembly places for the neighborhood meetings of the communi- 
ties in which the branches are the center. 


Finance 


The deepest concern of the Board of Library Directors for 
years has been the necessity for a substantial increase in the 
funds appropriated for the support and maintenance of the 
Public Libraries. Our appropriations have been secured through 
annual requests to the Mayor and Common Council, with the 
Board appearing before the Common Council, setting forth its 
needs. The authorities have felt that the Library Board needed 
increased funds, but the city revenues always seemed inadequate 
to approach the needs of the various municipal departments. 


The present city charter, when originally drafted and passed, 
had a section written into it specifying a minimum appropriation 
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for the Public Library of four-tenths of a mill on the assessed 
valuation for the year. With the erection of the two Carnegie 
branches, separate agreements were made with the Carnegie 
Foundation for their support and maintenance, appropriations 
for the branches to be made at the rate of 10 per cent of the 
Carnegie gift for the building. Our appropriations for the past 
years have been made on the basis of these combined provisions. 


The funds so provided have never been adequate to supply 
the service demanded of the libraries by the people. 


A careful study of the situation, extending over quite a 
period, resulted in a decision by the Library Board to present an 
amendment to the city charter at the session of the Missouri 
State Legislature at the beginning of January 1921. An act was 
introduced and passed which amends the present provision of 
the city charter and provides for a minimum appropriation of 
eight-tenths of a mill annually instead of four-tenths of a mill. 
This amendment, after successfully passing both branches of the 
Legislature, received the approval of the Governor. While on 
the face of the wording of the amendment and of the original 
section of the city charter, the Library has had its income 
doubled, this impression does not agree with the facts in the 
case as the appropriations have always been somewhat in excess 
of the actual minimum specified. At the time of the passage of 
the amendment, the increase was figured at about 40 per cent, 
but with an increased assessed valuation of property which 
has been made in Missouri, this percentage of increase has 
been raised and the actual annual appropriation will be about 
$26,000 in excess of that granted during the last two years. 


The amended section of the city charter, which is Section 
7881 of the Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1919, is as follows: 


Sec. 7881—Funds for Maintenance, Not Less Than 
What—The mayor and common council in all cities of 
the first class shall, annually, out of the general rev- 
enues of said city, apportion and appropriate all moneys 
necessary for the proper maintenance and support of 
public libraries in such cites: Provided, that such an- 
nual apportionment and appropriation shall not be less 
than four-fifths of one mill of the assessed valuation 
for such year. 


Adequate Compensation for Library Workers 


The attitude of the Library Board toward the problem of 
salaries is a cause of gratification to those interested. The 
payment of satisfactory salaries is the wish of the administra- 
tive body of this institution and it is a matter of pleasure to 
report that we are approaching a position comparable to libraries 
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in cities the class of St. Joseph. Increases have been small but 
continuous. 


The assurance of substantial increases in funds for the 
maintenance of the libraries brings us to the point where the 
working force of the institution can be placed on a standardized 
basis. Our next step is a grading of the employees of the 
Public Library into certain classes or groups with maximum 
and minimum salaries specified for each group, the advancement 
within the group to be automatic from year to year. The pro- 
motion from one grade of service to another should be based on 
a written and oral test or examination, together with a careful 
consideration of length and character of service rendered. 


Physical Betterments Needed 


The condition of the finances has made it impossible to 
make some much needed repairs in the Branch buildings. The 
heating plants at both Branches were carefully examined and 
repaired in the fall of 1920 with the result of a much more 
efficient operation during the winter. The Carnegie Branch, 
the first branch building erected west of the Mississippi River, 
is badly in need of interior decoration and exterior painting. 
Likewise, the Washington Park Branch is much in need of 
attention in these same particulars. The Central Library 
building, which is the property of the School District, is main- 
tained by the School Board. The need of a Central building 
continues as serious as has been advocated in previous reports. 


Gifts and Bequests 


The notable gift of the year was the collection of vases, 
oil paintings and statuary from the Huggins’ estate. ‘The 
Flower Girl” and “Game” have been hung on the walls of the 
Reference room. The large Japanese vases have also been placed 
in the Reference department. The smaller vases and the statu- 
ary have been placed in the Librarian’s office, pending arrange- 
ments for their permanent location in a more public place. The 
appraisal of the gift is $1,837.50. Gifts of books to the Library, 
chiefly from citizens of St. Joseph, numbered 820. 


Appreciation 


The progress here reported has been the result of unusually 
intensive work by a loyal and industrious staff. Probably never 
before in the history of the Library has so great a volume of 
work been done by so small a staff. 


The Library organization in 1909-10 numbered fifteen as- 
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sistants operating the Central Library and one Branch. The cir- 
culation for that year was 171,670. 


For the fiscal year 1914-15, the Library employed twenty- 
five assistants and operated the Central Library, two branches 
and three sub-stations in the schools. The circulation was 
282,453. 


We have operated during the fiscal year 1920-21 with six- 
teen assistants and have the Central Library, two branches, 
seven sub-stations in the schools and class room libraries in six 
additional schools in the out-lying districts. The circulation 
was 321,081. 


A vastly increased library system has been operated with 
nine less assistants than were employed in 1914-15 and only one 
more assistant than was employed eleven years ago. Personally, 
the Librarian acknowledges the helpfulness of the Library 
Board and the efficient public service rendered by the depart- 
ment heads and their assistants. The Mayor and Common 
Council have always been considerate and courteous, co-operat- 
ing with the administration to their fullest ability. The courtesy 
of the School District in releasing the Library Board from the 
payment of a portion of the maintenance expense of the Central 
Library Building has been deeply appreciated.
